1 . Title is: SYSTEM AND METHOD FOR DETERMINING CAPACITANCE FOR LARGE- 
SCALE INTEGRATED CIRCUITS 

2. Applicant is: KAPURetal. 

3. US Application filed 10/26/99, no domestic or foreign priority claimed. 

4. This action is in response to Applicant's Amendment received 6/14/2004. 

Nonresponsive^ Bona Fide 

5. The Applicant's reply filed on 6/14/2004 is not fiilly responsive to the prior Office Action 
because of the following omission(s) or matter(s). Specifically, Applicant appears to have 
accidentally used an obsolete version of the pending claims as a basis for the submitted 
amendment. 

6. For example, in the instant Amendment received 6/14/2004 at page 4, note that claim 1 
presents "charge variation function that is independent of a conductive geometry" as an 
unmodified term. 

7. However, in Applicant's Amendment received 2/6/2004 (the proper version for amending) at 
page 33, claim 1 states "charge variation function that is not directly dependent on a 
conductive geometry". 

8. Note that the term "not directly dependent on a conductive geometry" is critical to the 
allowable subject matter indicated in the prior office action mailed 3/10/2004. 

9. Thus, the Examiner suggests submitting a new set of claims that begin with the version of 
2/6/2004, and are amended per the suggesfions in the prior office action mailed 3/10/2004.

10. Applicant's reply is not responsive because it uses an obsolete version of the claims as a 
basis for amendment.
